YOU AND THE: LAW: Jackson Beck end Charles Michelson gave their views E 
on tradingand selling at the convention. The following is from a letter - 
sent to me from Mr. Beck who is an active menber of AFTRA: „.. "We. actors 


are pleased, flattered and honored that you fans of old-time rädio think» 
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enough of us and our work to colleet it and keep it änd us in your 
hearts. We have no objection to your trading and selling to EACH OTHER. 
...It becomes a different matter entirely when you cease being a fan 
and go into the business of retailing the old shows and then selling 
it as program material to a broadcaster, so that he, in turn, can make 
it available for commercial sponsorship. When that happens, when our 
work is then resold for entertainment purposes and someone begins to 
syndicate it and make a living out of our efforts, it leaves the area 
of the collector-fan and becomes a business progosition and we thins 
we should have a piece of the action. We just den't enjoy being ex- 
ploited!..The following is a summary of Charles Michelson's remarks 
about trading and selling...Mr. Michelson has no objection to peopbe 
trading shows to each other. He also has no objection to individuals 
selling to each other, even the material such as tha SHADOW whichne 
has the rights for. His one objection is against tnose who sell his 
copyrighted material to radio stations for commercial broadcast...

Many, of course, 
have pictures of performers such as al Jolson and Bádie Cantor on 
the covers.

Bulk erasing leaves noise on the unused portion heard 
on a ¿-track machine. When recording on the outside track, leave the 
inside track off to eliminate possible faint uross-talk...slan Betz 
remarks about an article I printed several months ago on X-rays from 
a TV set. alan is a TV technician...1. 4 properly adjusted color set 
does not produce a measurable flux of A-rays...2. Only a very, very 
large dose (very much greater than a lethal dose to a human) would 
probably make the plustic base brittle...3. Color TV sete have a fair- 
ly husky power transformer, which may produce moderate AG magnetic 
fields on a part of the cabinet. These fields are not st®ong enough 
to erase the tape but may cause print-through.

LONE RANGER NOT A FACIST; The american Indian Movement lobbeyed suc- 
cessfully against KQRS from playing the Lone Ranger. They said the show 
had racist qualities. The show was taken off the air. The following 
letter was sent in to the Minneapolis Tribune:soon afterwards by Kevin 
Jancer, an authority on the program (contributed by Ron Sharon)... 

The American Indian is far too sensitive about this. as a matter of 
fact it attacked a character wno was a great exponent of racial equality. 
Tndians were shabbily treated more often than not, especially in child- 
~en's literature. The notable exception was the Lone hanger. i have read 
over a dozen Lone Ranger novels, over 1100 Lone hanger comic books and 
all the Lone Ranger pulp magazines. I have secen most of the Lone, Hanger 
sovies and listened to over 50 shows. In all of these one fact bear 
out: The Lone Ranger was no racist...1 quote from Lone Ranger Comics 
#125 Dec., 1959, in whieh the Lone Ranger talks to a man who bullied 
Tonto. “I was; just doing it for laughs. What does an Indian mean to yoú." 
"Tonto means a great ¿cal to me. I respect all people for all races and 
creeds helped make our West ero. onto spoke Spanish and numerous in- 
dian toneues before being exoosed to English. Like many people with that 
‚ind of background, he had trouble with our language. One must also 
realize that in the American West, Spanish and Indian languages were used 
Acarly as much as English. Beyond that, The Ars, Ind. Hovenent shoul 
realize that the Lone Ranger spang a period of Only 10 years, not: 20... 
The character of Tonto, according to the creator of: the series, George 
Trendle, was created despite the fact that all other Western radio heroes 
had white sidekicks, because I wanter to show that greot men-truly 


great men-have no racial prejudéies...Aia, tinugn ignorance and oversen- 


“sitiveity, has caused this harmless old show to go off the air, merely 


succeeding in ending the fun for those who enjoyed this nostalgic old 


radio program. -
